‘Bleaches as Stain 
Removers 


BSORBENTS and solvents some- 
times fail to remove stains and it 
; becomes necessary to bleach out 
@ stain. Bleaches must be used very 
carefully. Almost all chemicals that are 
used for this purpose will affect the 
colors of the fabrics. Care must be 
taken not to use a bleaching agent in 
a too concentrated form. 
Hydrosulphites, especially sodium 
hydrosulphites, are largely used as 
bleaching agents and they will remove 
almost all stains which are not of a 
greasy nature, but they should never be 
allowed to remain on the fabric too 
Jong, as this will weaken the texture. 
Hydrosulphites may be used on col- 
ored fabrics, but the work must he 
dione very rapidly, and, as in all 
bleaches, the article must be well 
rinsed as soon as the stain is removed, 
Even with all these precautions you 
may have the misfortune to remove 
the color of the fabric with the stain. 
In that case, however, it may be passi- 
ble to restore the color by careful 


tinting.

Planning, fhe 
eMeals 


In planning the daily meals the 
housewife must include the five classes 
of foods that supply all the needs of 
the body. Some foods from each class 
should be supplied daily, and no par- 
ticular class of food should be given 
in excess, 

Take, for instance, the fuel and en- 
ergy foods. When these are eaten in 
excess and the activity of the body is 
not sufficient to absorb them they are 
Stored as body fat. On the other hand 
when too little fuel food is eaten the 
body must draw upon its reserve fat 
for energy. Thus bodily weight may be 
regulated by this class of foods. 

In serving the fuel foods each class 
of these should be included in- the 
daily menu, An excess of carbohydrates 
(sugar and starches) is liable to cause 
alkalinity of the blood. Sugar, espe- 
cially, should not be eaten in excess, in 
fact the energy supplied by sugar can 
be furnished just as well by the starchy 
foods, so the family can do very nicely 
Without large quantities of sweets. 

Fats are very important fuel foods 
in the diet and although the amount 
served may be curtailed it should not 
be entirely eliminated from the daily 
menu. 

It is the housewife who must esti- 
mate the food needed by her family 
and.she must. furnish the right kind

Fruits for fhe 
‘Baby’s ‘Diet 


RUIT is a very important part of 
the baby's diet and may be given 
as early as the fifth month to 

infants fed upon pasteurized milk. 

At first only two or three teaspoon- 
fuls of orange juice .should be given 
one hour before the second morning’s 
feeding. Gradually increase the quan- 
tity until at nine months three or four 
tablespoonfuls of the fruit juige may 
be given in the morning, and at the 2 
P. M. feeding from one to three table- 
spoonfuls of. cooked fruit (not too 
sweet) may be allowed. 

After the first birthday the daily 
menu may include juice of an orange 
at 9 A. M.; two to four tablespoonfuls 
fruit pulp (scraped or cooked) at the 2 
P. M. meal and one to two tablespoon- 
fuls cooked fruit pulp at the 6 PB, M. 
meal. ‘ 

Up to five years only scraped or 
stewed fruits and the juices of solid 
fresh fruits should be allowed and it is 
best to remove the skins and seeds of 
all fruits for children, especially for the 
younger ones. 

Fruit should be ripe but oyerripe 
fruit is Just as dangerous as that 
Which is unripe. Fruits good for. chil-
